‘Oath of Office! 


(Special to the Evening Gazétte.} 
Wasurineton, March 4th. 
It is rumored, and many believe 
and others doubt, that Tilden was 
sworn in to-day in New York and will 
be here to-morrow.

I think 
it more likely that under cover of 
a pretended processs of law from 
courts not organized, an effort will be 
made to arrest the officers of the Gov- 
ernment or serve process on them and 
enforce that service by a posse of 
Nicholl’s militia, and then I shall re- 
gard any such a mob and resist 
accordingly. e State House is am- 
ply provided and guarded and cannot 
be successfully assaulted by any mob 
short of armed insurgents against the 
Government, which has been success- 
fully inaugurated under State laws. 
I believe that the ultimate recognition 
of Republican State. Government 1s 
assured. I attach no importance to 
reported efforts of Pinchbeck, West 
and others, to prevent it. The un- 
loading of these men is, in my judg- 
ment, a positive proof to the Republi- 
can party that the people desire good 
government. This can best be attained 
by dividing the people by means other 
than on the colored line.” 
WASHINGTON, March 4. 
Governor Hayes took the oath of 
office as President of the United 
States last night, at the Executive 
Mansion. The oath was administered 
by Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court. He will be inaugurated to- 
morrow.

On Saturday night last à man came 
in haste to Dr. Dawson’s office to say 
that Mrs. Katie Jones had taken laud- 
‘anum, and was dying. Our readers 
perhaps remember the unfortunate 
estrangement of man and wife, and 
the trouble which ensued à short time 
since between Billy Jones and one 
Smith, Jones shooting Smith in the 
thigh. For this Jones was arrested, 
and is now awaiting trial. 

Mrs. Jones, who is a young woman, 
felt her troubles very keenly, and 
has, we are informed, attempted on 
one other occasion to end her life. 
She had lately been to Carson and 
upon her return, feeling keenly her 
situation and smarting under reproofs, 
she purchased and drank an ounce 
bottle of laudanum. Her condition 
was soon discovered and a messenger 
‘dispatched for the doctor, who ar- 
rived about ten minutes after the 
poison had been taken. 

The young woman showed plainly 
that she had determined upon death, 
resisting all attempts at relief, saying 
that she had taken the laudanum to 
end her life and they had no right to 
interfere. The aid of three persons 
was found necessary before the tube 
of the stomach pump could be placed 
in her throat. The poison was, how- 
ever, removed speedily and the patient 
is now as well as could be expected. 
Mrs. Jones had just eaten a hearty 
dinner and this prevented her system 
from absorbing the poison before it 
could be removed. Had such a quan- 
tity been taken upon an empty stom- 
ach death must certainly have ensued. 

She declares her intention of de- 
stroying herself at the first seasonable 
opportunity, and as she has before at- 
tempted it, fears are entertained that 
she may carry out her threat. A sor- 
rowful sight to see a young life thus 
blighted before its time, and charita- 
ble words and thoughts should sur- 
round such a life and defend it against 
self.
